JUDGMENT, 


Mr, Justico Gomporty said; -— 
This is an appeal from a docision 
of my own on the construction of 
the Rents Ordinance. On cho 
point first taken before us, that 
the notice to quit is bad ‘bacause 
it docs not oxpire with a monthly 
term, I have nothing to add to 
what [ have sald at some longth 
in my-----judgmont-— below. 
The — noxt point roquires 
caroful considoration. Section 
4 (1) of tho Rents Ordinanco, 
1922, is a8 follows :~-“Notwith- 
standing any notice to qhit, 
whothor givon before or.after the 
commencomont of thie Ordinance 
seeseeeeeteeerecereveoe OH OFder Or judg 
mont against any Conant in actual 
occupation for tho rocovory of 
possossion of any cdomostic teno- 
ment for tho ojestment of a 
tenant thorofrom shall be mede 
or given only-if’:—The subsea. 
tions whioh follow, six in number 
lettered (a) to (f) enumerate’ the 
conditions precedent to the mak: 
ing of on order for pousession. 

In tho caso of onoh of the first 
fivo of those soctions (a to o) ifthe 
specified condition be fulfilled no 


‘doubt a common law notice to 


quit would bo sufficient. 

Tho last subsection (f) is somo- 
what claborato—thus (1) thu-lessor 
must bona fide require possession 
for aspocified purpose, (2) be shall 
have given three months’ notice 
to quit. stating in writivg certain 
matters, (3) prior to the giving of 
the notice he must obtain from 
the Building Authority a. certi- 
ficate “to a certain effect, (4) o 
copy of thin cortificate is to he at+ 
tached to.the notice, 

In tho presont case the landlord 
had duly proceoded undorsoction 
4 (1) (6) and had served upon bis 
tonanta statutory notico to quit 
good and sufficient under : the 
oxisting law, After the oxpiry 
of tha notice and boforo issue of 
the writ, the law was amended, 

By .Ordinanve L of 1924, the 
cortificute of the Building . Au- 
thority is to contain tho words 
“and that such intended recon- 
struction ix dosirable.” It is: 
arguod that ths Ronts Ordinances 
having boon ad tartio retrospective 
in offect, this now roquiroment can 
only bo read rotroactively,andthat 
noticos under tho old isw ‘oro 


‘| thoreby constituted Invalid, and 


no ordor or judgmont for the 
tecovery of possession can bo 
mado on them, The 'result, of 
course, will’ bo sufficiently start- 
Hing. A landlord having served 


‘|his statutory notico may have 


entatod into ‘binding. contracta 
for tho pulling down and robuild- 
ing of the pratmises, Ho ina 
havo. covonanted to soll wit 
vacant possossion on the oxpiry 
of the notico. Clearly if the 
appallant’a contention is acoept- 
od, the landlord might'be put to 
great hardship. :

notice at tho time whon it was 
given. They appear to mo to bo 
direoted primarily to common 
law or contractual notices of 


whatovor date. Thoy would, of 
course, cover a notice purporting 
to bo-statutory. which did not 
comply: with the axisting law, 
that is to say, with tha onautmont 
in force at ‘the tine’ the notice 
was given: thoy cannst be deom- 
ed to govern a notice good 
initially so oe “to  rendor 
it subsoquently invalid. If tho

Mrs, Clift painted out how con- 
vorts find it difficult to compro- 
hend ‘the apparontly redoubled 
trials and. tomptations: that faco 
homr—brt—tattally—the—obstacle: 
aro successfully negotiated. Sho 
told the story of an- oplum 
smoker who went to a mission- 
ary, and said ‘ho wished to 
bocome a Christian, 
confessed to 
opium, he was told to try and 
give np tho ovil habit. Whon tho 
first temptation camo, ho found 
the craving too great, so told his 
wifo the noxt time to bind him 
hend and foot. This she did, but 
his fronzied striggles burat tho 
bonds, and he visited tho opium 
don again.. Tho next timo, ho 
roquested that he bo bound and 
tied securely to the bedpoat, but 
even euch drastio measures failed. 
The fourth night, tho missionary 
invited: him .to join in. prayor 
with a number’ ef convorts, and 
tho man was cured of his craving. 
This pointed to the massago thoy 
had for converts—trust,-no-mat- 
tor what the temptation. 

‘That’ was ‘tho message, said 
Mrs. Clift, which they took 
to Nanning to. aick and 
suffoting mon and women, 
to little childron thrown out of 
thoir rightful homes and thoir 
own mothors’ arms, to woundad 
soldiers, to rich officials, ‘and to 
outcast lepors, ;

PUISNE JUDGE CONCURS. 


Mr. Justice Dyer Ball, assent- 
ing, soid he saw no reason to 
differ from the judgment glven In 
this action in tho Court below, 
Although a common law notico to 
quit was necessary. in paragraphe 
(a) to (e), yet ‘thore did not 
appear to bo anything from which 
the necessity for such a, notice 
oould ‘bo Inferred uado rae 
graph (f), particularly” because 
thero was provision mado fora 
statutory three. months’ - notico, 
which ts:three times aa ‘long as 
t'1e ordinary conrmmon law notice: 
Tho statutory notice wan of a 
poouliar kind and one which 
affordod furthor protection for the 
tenant in accordauco with the 
intontion of tho Ordinance. In 
his opinion, the’ Intention of 
the Logislature. was oloarly 
thot’ the statutory notice 
should override atid take the 
place of the usual :common law 
notioes There was no reason 
to assume, in the gbsenco 
of oxpress wording to thot 
offect, that it should torminate: 
on any particular day ‘or date. 
‘Tho Logislaturo must be pro- 
sumed to be cognisant with tocal 
conditions, ond_he_thonght..that 
Mr. Pottor’s. argumont that, tho 
landlord who is required ‘to begin 
operations within a month would 
be hard put to it todo soin o 
case of that typo, porsoased forco. 

Whothor tho. Ordinance was 
rotrospective or not was a mattor 
of greater diMoulty.’ “There was 
abundant authority’ for: saying 
that “no statute iq to bo con- 
strued rotrospactivaly ‘unless {t 
is oxprossly:: stated~ or’-.clonr-. 
ly’ implled.” Ho. failed -: to 
soo. any’. . implication. in 
the 1924 Ordinance. ; Tho, only 
words. which could: possibly. bo 
construad that way wore.“ Not. 
withatandivg any such notice.to 
quit.”.. Theso words, ‘ha thought 
must bo read as ao whol 
their moaning was-ole

In conoluaion, T-might say that 
T-summarizo Mr. Wong's letter 
as-shoor. atuff and nonsense; other 
adequate words fail me.
